van, the author of Pilgrim's Progress." On 
j one side, chisled in the atone, is Pilgrim, 
I with his burden, leaning oo his staff, with 
a countenance of deepest anguish. On the 
ojiposite aide ie Pilgrim grasping the cross, 
his eyes resting on it, his burden rolled off at 
its foot, and his countenance radient with 
peace and joy.

Chioaoo, June I.— A special dispatch to 
the Chicago Times dated headquarters in 
tbe 6eld, near Vicksburg. May 23. says: But 
little has been effected during tha past 
hours. Over one hundreil pieces of tield 
artillery and several siege guns rained shot 
and shell on the enemy's works yes'nrdny. 

The mortar fleet also took po-iii'ni l.ehirnl 
Da Soto Point, and bombarded the citj* du- 
rng the entire day. On the right General 
'Sherman baa pushed Steele's division 
squarely to the foot of the parapets. 

Oi;r men lay in the ditches on tbe slope 
of the I'arapet on the side of one of the prin- 
cipal forts, but unable to take it by storm, 
and yet determined not to retire. The 
Federal and rebel soldiers wero not twenty- 
' five feet apart, and both powerless to inflict 
: much harm.
